Federal  agency  heads  got  their  first  look  at  the 
new  budget  proposal,  the  first  installment  of  which 
,  will  be  submitted  to  Congress  on  Jan.  5,  at  Wednes¬ 
day’s  Cabinet  meeting. 

The  presentation  was  accompanied  by  a  strong 
pitch  by  Reagan  to  go  along  with  the  deep  spending 
cuts  needed  to  meet  the  Gramm-Rudman  deficit 
target,  according  to  presidential  spokesman  Larry 
Speakes. 

More  detailed  information  on  individual  cuts  re¬ 
commended  by  the  president’s  Office  of  Manage¬ 
ment  and  Budget  was  being  sent  to  each  federal 
agency,  according  to  OMB  spokesman  Edwin  ale. 


Deficit-reduction  steps  proposed  by  OMB  Direc¬ 
tor  James  C.  Miller  III  go  far  beyond  the  spending 
cuts  Cabinet  members  had  recommended  for  their 
own  agencies,  according  to  administration  officials 
who  spoke  on  the  condition  of  anonymity. 

Even  the  departments  of  Education  and  Energy 
—  the  only  two  federal  agencies  to  submit  prelimin¬ 
ary  budget  requests  that  came  in  under  White 
House  guidelines  —  were  told  to  pare  back  their 
programs  further,  the  officials  said. 

With  a  month  to  go  before  the  president’s  budget 
is  put  in  final  form,  the  broad  outlines  of  the  spend¬ 
ing  plan  for  the  fiscal  year  that  begins  next  Oct.  1 
were  beginning  to  take  shape.

Richards  said  the  suspension  deci¬ 
sion  was  made  by  BYU  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  John  Stohlton  and  the  Office  of 
Student  Life  in  collaboration  with 
BYU  head  football  coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards. 

“We  had  enough  information  for 
the  suspension,”  said  Richards.  “The 
investigation  is  still  continuing  under 
the  direction  of  Student  Life  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  further  action  is  neces¬ 
sary. 

“We  hope  to  have  a  decision  by  the 
end  of  the  semester,  which  is  next 
week.  That  decision  will  determine  if 
the  players  will  be  able  to  continue  on 


the  team.” 

Richards  hopes  the  highly-publi¬ 
cized  nature  of  this  week’s  allegations 
will  “help  to  prevent  problems  in  the 
future.” 

“Our  attempt  is  to  help  students 
with  these  types  of  problems,”  said 
Richards.  “We  want  to  get  them  in 
the  right  circumstances  to  cure  the 
problem.” 

Steve  Sanders  was  also  charged 
with  altering  drug  prescriptions. 

Sanders,  who  was  scheduled  to  be  a 
redshirt  linebacker  this  season,  was 
charged  in  a  similar  incident  this  fall. 
According  to  Richards,  he  is  not  cur¬ 


rently  enrolled  at  BYU. 

Edwards  and  the  rest  of  the  foot¬ 
ball  team  are  in  the  process  of  prepar¬ 
ing  for  Saturday’s  game.  The  winner 
gets  a  berth  in  the  Freedom  Bowl  on 
Dec.  30  to  play  UCLA.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan’s  former  national  security 
adviser  refused  Wednesday  to  give 
Congress  details  of  the  secret  sale  of 
weapons  to  Iran  or  the  diversion  of 
profits  to  Nicaraguan  rebels.  Vice 
President  George  Bush  conceded  that 
the  spiraling  controversy  has  harmed 
the  administration,  saying,  “Clearly 
mistakes  were  made.” 

Vice  Adm.  John  M.  Poindexter  be¬ 
came  the  second  recently-departed 
administration  official  to  invoke  the 
Fifth  Amendment  in  declining  to 
answer  questions  from  the  Senate  In¬ 
telligence  Committee. 

Sen.  Patrick  Leahy,  D-Vt.,  vice 
chairman  of  the  committeee  vowed 
that  lawmakers  would  piece  together 
the  facts  “with  or  without  them,”  and 
other  committee  members  said  that 
unspecified  Cabinet  secretaries  will 
be  called  to  the  panel’s  heavily 
guarded  room  to  testify. 

While  Congress  continued  delving 
into  the  most  serious  crisis  of  the 
Reagan  presidency,  there  was  in¬ 
creasing  pressure  for  the  departure  of 
Donald  T.  Regan,  the  president’s 
powerful  chief  of  staff.  But  White 
House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes 
said  Regan  has  no  intention  of  leaving 
and  said  the  president  “has  not  asked 
him  to  leave.” 


Reagan  did  not  discuss  possible 
staff  changes  when  he  spoke  to 
businesswomen  in  the  White  House. 
Instead,  he  said  he  hoped  the  furor 
would  not  undercut  support  for  the 
Contra  forces  fighting  the  Sandinista 
government  in  Nicaragua. 

“We  cannot  let  recent  events  dis¬ 
tract  us  from  the  cause  of  those  brave 
fighters  for  freedom  around  the 
world,”  he  said.  As  his  audience  ap¬ 
plauded,  Reagan  said,  “Yes,  you  did 
just  make  my  day.” 

Reagan  could  not  have  been  as 
pleased  with  the  worr  he  received 
earlier  in  the  day  from  key  GOP  con¬ 
gressional  leaders.  One  participant, 
speaking  on  condition  he  not  be  iden¬ 
tified  by  name,  said  Reagan  was 
advised  to  seek  changes  in  his  admi¬ 
nistration. 

Outside  the  White  House,  Senate 
Republican  leader  Bob  Dole  of  Kan¬ 
sas  said  the  message  to  Reagan  was 
this:  “There  are  going  to  be  more  and 
more  stories,  every  day  there  will  be 
something  new.  Some  other  player 
will  be  involved,  somebody  the  presi¬ 
dent  never  even  heard  of.” 

Bush’s  comments  came  in  a  speech 
in  which  he  said  he  fully  supported 
Reagan’s  decision  to  make  secret 
arms  sales  to  Iran.

300  women  “where  the  correlation  is  absolutely 
profound”  between  premenstrual  syndrome  and 
underactive  thyroids,  and  said  she  has  used  thyroid 
pills  routinely  to  treat  them. 

“I  am  so  sure  I  know  it  works  that  when  it  > 
doesn’t,  I’ve  been  able  to  find  a  problem,”  such  as 
drinking  or  drugs,  that  interferes  with  the  thyroid 
supplements,  Brayshaw  said. 

Brayshaw  said  low  thyroid  function  may  not  ac¬ 
tually  cause  PMS.  Instead,  the  two  problems  could 
be  the  result  of  some  broader  underlying  hormonal 
disorder.  But  she  said  she  believes  virtually  every¬ 
one  with  premenstrual  syndrome  has  thyroid  defi¬ 
ciencies. 

The  reaction  of  several  other  experts  to 
Brayshaw’s  work  ranged  from  cautious  support  to 
skepticism. 

At  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health,  Dr. 
David  Rubinow  said  he  found  it  amazing  that  nearly 
all  the  PMS  vicitms  showed  thyroid  abnormalities 
and  also  that  all  of  them  could  have  responded  to 


the  treatment. 

“I  think  that  she  is  probably  onto  something,  that 
there  is  probably  a  group  of  people  for  whom  this 
may  be  a  relevant  biological  clue,”  he  said.  But  he 
added  that  a  “great  deal  more  rigorously  obtained 
and  well-controlled  data  is  needed.” 

Dr.  Arthur  Prange  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  president  of  the  American  College  of 
Neuropsychopharmacology,  said  the  research 
doesn’t  mean  that  all  or  even  most  cases  are  caused 
by  low  thyroid  function,  “but  I  bet  there  is  a  subset 
in  whom  it  really  can  be  demonstrated.” 

But  Dr.  Lawrence  Wood  of  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital  noted  that  one  in  10  women  have 
failing  thyroid  glands  by  the  time  they  reach  age  45. 

“I  don’t  think  her  hypothesis  that  everyone  who 
has  PMS  is  thyroid  deficient  is  necessarily  ture,  and 
I’m  quite  sure  from  our  own  patient  experience  that 
there  are  people  who  are  on  thyroid  (hormone)  and 
still  have  PMS,”  said  Wood,  president  of  the  Thy¬ 
roid  Foundation  of  America. 


Utility  rates  in  Provo  could  be  go¬ 
ing  up  next  year  by  about  25  percent. 

Mayor  Joseph  Jenkins  told  the  City 
.Council  Tuesday  that  rates  would 
have  to  be  raised  at  least  22.9  percent 
for  the  Utility  Department  to  operate 
without  being  in  debt. 

“We  have  spent  $5.5  million  of  re¬ 
serve  funds  to  not  raise  rates  and  we 
have  no  reserves  now,”  Jenkins  said. 

The  Power  Board  recommended  a 
25  percent  increase  because  the  city’s 
budget  estimates  of  22.9  percent 
were  only  a  “best  guess”  and  the  costs 
could  vary  slightly  from  the  mayor’s 
figure. 

The  city  council  will  study  the  plan 
at  a  Dec.  10  meeting. 

The  city  had  a  reserve  of  utility 
funds  that  were  traditionally  replen¬ 
ished. 

However,  a  1983  proposal  for  a  39 
percent  rate  increase  was  rejected  by 
the  council  and  the  reserve  was  de¬ 
pleted,  explained  Ron  Rydman, 
Provo  budget  officer. 

The  current  rate  is  4.5  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour  in  Provo.  The  increase 


would  bring  the  rate  to  5.7  cents. 

Rydman  estimated  that  the  aver¬ 
age  consumption  for  a  resident  is 
about  500  kilowatts  per  month.  Al¬ 
though  the  effects  of  the  proposed 
rate  increase  would  vary  for  each  cus¬ 
tomer,  he  said  the  increase  could  cost 
them  approximately  $60  to  $80  each 
year. 

“Even  with  this  rate  increase,  the 
rate  is  still  three  cents  lower  (per  kilo¬ 
watt  hour)  than  UP&  L  (Utah  Power 
and  Light  which  serves  the  majority 
of  Utah  residents),”  Rydman  said. 

At  that  Dec.  10  meeting,  the  coun¬ 
cil  will  determine  how  to  approach  the 
proposal.  No  decision  will  be  made 
until  a  later  time. 

Rydman  said  that  in  order  to  avoid 
going  into  debt,  the  city  would  need  to 
have  the  proposal  in  effect  before  Jan¬ 
uary’s  billings. 

He  added  that  Provo  residents  can 
call  the  power  department  for  specific 
information  about  how  the  increase 
would  affect  them  and  how  they  can 
improve  their  own  conservation  ef¬ 
forts  to  cut  their  costs.

ing  to  Springville’s  fire  department. 

Firefighters  arrived  at  the  scene  about  12:38 
a.m.,  Springville  Fire  Chief  Phil  Whitney  said. 
At  that  time  flames  were  coming  through  the 
roof  of  the  building. 

The  blaze  was  difficult  to  fight  because  of  com¬ 
bustible  materials  inside  the  building  which 
houses  a  wood  cabinet  shop.  The  nearest  fire 


hydrant  was  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  scene. 

Items  destroyed  in  the  blaze  were  a  cabinet 
shop  with  all  its  equipment,  finished  cabinets  and 
a  variety  of  stock  materials. 

The  value  of  the  building  and  its  contents  value 
was  not  known  at  press  time. 

The  establishment  was  owned  by  Clare  Barlow 
of  Springville  and  Dave  Barlow  of  Payson. 
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Self-insurance  saves  county  money 


State  school  system 
still  suffering  cuts 


PROVO  (AP)  —  Utah  County’s  decision  last  spring  to  take  its  chances  with 
self-insurance  has  paid  off  with  savings  of  thousands  of  dollars,  officials  say. 

Commissioners  decided  to  go  it  alone  in  the  liability  insurance  field  after 
learning  the  county’s  coverage  would  cost  $380,000  for  1986,  more  than  twice 
its  1985  premium  of  $117,000. 

“The  highest  year  we  ever  had  for  paying  claims  was  1981,  when  we  paid 
$30,000,”  said  Commisioner  Robert  W.  Warnick. 

So  far  this  year,  the  county  has  paid  out  between  $10,000  and  $15,000  in 
claims  for  1986. 

After  abandoning  its  traditional  liability  insurance  coverage,  the  county 
opened  a  trust  fund  for  insurance,  depositing  $250,000.  In  January,  an  addi¬ 
tional  $200,000  will  be  deposited  bringing  funds  for  county  self-insurance  to 
more  than  $450,000. 

Although  some  critics  have  said  the  county’s  decision  has  left  the  taxpayers 
vulnerable  to  a  large  suit,  Warnick  said  the  commissioners  chose  the  best 
option  available. 

Warnick  said  the  county  was  unable  to  get  umbrella  insurance  to  cover  large 
claims  at  a  reasonable  cost.  He  also  said  the  county  is  still  looking  into  various 
possibilities  for  pooling  with  counties  that  have  similar  risks  to  Utah  County. 

County  officials  have  also  been  looking  into  ways  to  decrease  the  risk  of 
lawsuits. 


Pollution  warming  the  North  Pole 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  warm 
blanket  of  soot  may  be  raising 
temperatures  around  the  North  Pole 
by  absorbing  newly  arriving  sunlight 
as  well  as  light  reflected  from  the  ice¬ 
cap  below,  government  scientists  re¬ 
ported  Wednesday. 

“One  pollution  plume  we  encoun¬ 
tered  on  a  flight  over  the  icecap  off 
Barrow,  Alaska,  last  March  was  the 
equivalent  of  five  or  six  large  power 
plants  putting  all  their  effluents  in  a 
single  plume,”  said  Dr.  Russell 
Schnell  of  the  National  Oceanic  and 
Atmospheric  Administration. 

The  pollution  “was  about  100  miles 
wide  and  1,000  feet  deep,  and  when 
we  first  flew  into  it  we  thought  we  had 
flown  into  the  plume  of  a  volcanic 
eruption.  We  didn’t  believe  the  in¬ 
struments  on  the  aircraft,”  Schnell 
said  in  a  statement. 

The  NOAA  report  was  based  on  a 
five-nation  study  of  the  haze  that  has 


Spending  spree: 
police  arrest  two 


COLUMBUS,  Ohio  (AP)  —  Two 
California  teen-agers  took  off  on  a 
cross-country  binge  of  fancy  meals 
and  new  clothes  after  finding  a  suit¬ 
case  stuffed  with  about  $8,000  in  drug 
money,  but  their  spending  spree 
attracted  police,  who  arrested  them 
five  days  later. 

Raymond  Salter,  13,  and  Marc 
Hairrell,  14,  were  picked  up  Sunday 
at  Port  Columbus  International  Air¬ 
port  with  nearly  $5,000  and  a  bag  con¬ 
taining  less  than  a  gram  of  cocaine. 

Each  was  being  held  Wednesday  on 
a  charge  of  drug  abuse,  but  Columbus 
Police  Officer  Floyd  Wise  said  he 
would  probably  seek  dismissal  of  the 
charges  so  the  boys  could  return 
home  to  Petaluma,  Calif.  A  detention 
hearing  set  for  Wednesday  was  con¬ 
tinued  until  Thursday. 

“They  were  buying  fine  dinners, 
riding  in  taxis  and  limousines,”  Wise 
said.  “They  just  got  mixed  up  in  some¬ 
thing  that  they  shouldn’t  have.” 

Wise  said  the  boys  told  police  they 
left  California  Nov.  26  after  Hairrell 
found  a  suitcase  that  had  been  tossed 
out  a  window  during  a  police  search  at 
a  Petaluma  home.  It  contained  an 
estimated  $8,000  in  cash  and  a  bag 
containing  less  than  a  gram  of 
cocaine. 

“They  didn’t  even  realize  it  was 
cocaine,”  Wise  said.  “All  they  saw 
was  the  $100  bills,  the  50s  and  the 
20s.” 

He  said  the  teen-agers  flew  to  Chi¬ 
cago  from  San  Francisco  on  Thank¬ 
sgiving  Day,  buying  tickets  under 
assumed  names.  After  spending  a  few 
days  in  Chicago,  they  flew  to  Col¬ 
umbus,  where  Salter  grew  up. 

The  youths  were  arrested  after 
police  were  told  of  two  teen-agers 
leaving  $100  tips  with  airport  conces¬ 
sionaires.  At  the  time,  Wise  said,  the 
boys  had  ditched  the  suitcase  and 
stuffed  the  money  into  their  pockets. 

He  said  he  charged  the  boys  with 
delinquency  counts  of  drug  abuse 
simply  to  hold  them  until  their  pa¬ 
rents  could  be  contacted.  Wise  said 
the  boys  had  purchased  round-trip 
tickets,  so  their  transportation  home 
would  be  no  problem  once  they  are 
released.

Examinations 
of  air  flow  and  a  chemical  analysis  of 
the  pollution  indicate  that  some  of  the 
soot  traveled  as  much  as  4,000  miles, 
Schnell  reported. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Since 
schools  opened  in  September,  the 
state’s  public  education  system  has 
lost  $21.6  million  due  to  budget  cuts 
and  a  drop  in  property  tax  collections 
—  roughly  3.5  percent  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture’s  1986-87  appropriations. 

Lawmakers  cut  2.5  percent,  $15.6 
million,  from  public  education  to 
offset  revenue  shortfalls.  Further, 
property  tax  collections  are  $6  million 
short  due  to  lower  assessed  valuation, 
said  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Education  James  R.  Moss. 

The  cuts  are  affecting  each  district 
differently.  For  instance,  Salt  Lake 
District  is  using  reserve  funds  to 
make  up  for  most  of  the  cuts,  said 
spokesman  Robert  Wakefield. 

“That  drains  us  to  the  point  that  if 
anything  else  happens,  we  could  be  in 
severe  straits,”  he  said,  but  noted 
that  the  cuts  have  not  affected  stu¬ 
dents’  education  so  far. 

Granite  District’s  budget  has  been 
cut  by  $3.6  million,  which  includes 
legislative  cuts  and  a  drop  in  property 
tax  collections.  The  district  shaved 
$1.2  million  from  its  building  prog¬ 
ram,  postponing  plans  to  reroof  some 
buildings,  blacktop  parking  lots  and 
purchase  more  portable  classrooms. 

The  district  has  also  put  off  buying 
some  vocational  education  equip¬ 
ment.  Teacher  training  has  dropped 
off,  and  all  travel  has  been  eliminated, 
said  Superintendent  John  Reed  Call. 

Over  $400,000  was  cut  from  career 
ladders  in  Granite.  Instead,  the 


money  intended  to  reward  teachers 
for  excellent  work  was  used  in  other 
areas  to  make  up  revenue  cuts  from 
the  state. 

The  school  board  still  has  to  decide 
where  to  take  nearly  $500,000  in  cuts. 
“I  expect  some  wage  earners  are 
going  to  be  affected,”  Call  said. 

Moss  fears  that  recent  budget  cuts 
will  force  some  school  districts  to 
operate  in  the  red.  Duchesne,  Gar¬ 
field,  Grand,  Iron,  Nebo,  North  San¬ 
pete  and  North  Summit  districts  are 
already  in  deficit,  he  said. 

“If  we  get  three  or  four  more  dis¬ 
tricts  in  deficit,  that  is  25  percent  of 
the  districts  that  are  operating  in  the 
red,”  Moss  said.  “That  says  you  need 
to  re-examine  your  funding  system.” 

Grand  and  North  Sanpete  districts 
are  operating  under  the  heaviest 
debt.  Grand’s  red  ink  totals  $134,000 
—  3.8  percent  of  its  maintenance  and 
operating  budget.

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Spencer  John  Palmer 


Dr.  Spencer  J.  Palmer,  associate  director  of  the  David  M.  Kennedy  Center  for 
International  Studies,  has  been  named  as  the  Daily  Universe’s  Man  of  The 
Semester. 

Palmer  was  selected  by  the  editorial  staff  because  of  his  impetus  in  bringing 
the  Religion  in  Africa  conference  to  BYU  in  October.  The  conference  brought 
scholars  from  around  the  world  to  our  campus  to  share  in  this  first-of-its-kind 
conference  in  North  America.  The  two-day  colloquia  provided  students  and 
faculty,  as  well  as  visiting  scholars,  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  Africa’s 
religions  and  ideology  from  a  historical  and  futuristic  perspective. 

The  conference  brought  prestige  to  the  University  and  insight  to  the  seeking 
members  of  its  community.  Said  one  visitor  regarding  the  conference:  “My 
recollections  of  Provo,  the  University,  the  awesome  Wasatch,  and  the  invigorat¬ 
ing  gathering  of  Africanist  colleagues  will  always  be  pleasurably  fused.” 

Although  many  others  were  involved  with  the  conference,  Palmer  represents 
the  enormous  collective  preparation  and  sacrifice  necessary  for  organizing  a 
conference  of  this  magnitude. 

Palmer  has  served  in  several  positions  at  BYU,  including  Director  of  BYU’s 
Jerusalem  Study  Abroad  in  1980  and  the  Center  for  International  and  Area 
Studies  from  1975  to  1980.  He  received  his  bachelor’s  degree  from  BYU  in  1948 
and  his  master’s  and  doctorate  degrees  from  the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  in  1958  and  1964  respectively. 

He  is  the  author  of  several  books  including,  “Korean- American  Relations:  The

The  other  day  my  mom  called  to  tell  me  my  dad  had  died  during 
his  sleep.  It  was  totally  unexpected.

Some  things  make  it  easier. 

President  Thomas  S.  Monson  has  always  been  a  favorite  apos¬ 
tle  of  mine,  partly  I  suppose  because  he  bears  a  striking  resem- 
blence  to  my  dad. 

In  President  Monson’s  address  at  the  16-stake  fireside  last 
month,  he  talked  specifically  about  having  a  heritage  and  honor¬ 
ing  our  parents.  He  said  we  should  take  the  time  to  write  to  our 
parents  and  tell  them  how  much  they  mean  to  us. 

In  my  case  a  letter  wouldn’t  have  made  it  in  time,  but  a  phone 
call  would  have  —  he  died  just  a  few  hours  after  the  fireside.  I 
was  lucky  because  he  had  come  from  Idaho  to  see  me  that 
weekend  and  I  had  the  chance  to  tell  him  I  love  him. 

Most  of  us  have  been  exposed  to  the  series  of  commercials 
sponsored  by  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
with  the  theme  “If  you  love  ‘em,  tell  'em,”  but  do  we  really  do  it? 
You’ve  probably  heard  the  road  to  damnation  is  paved  with  good 


Seat  belts  are  no  longer  'uncoc 


Why  do  people  have  a  fear  of  car  safety  belts? 

Even  today,  car  passengers  who  buckle  their  seat  belt  immedi¬ 
ately  offend  many  of  the  vehicle’s  drivers. . 

“What’s  the  matter —  don’t  you  think  I  know  how  to  drive?”  or 
something  similiar  is  still  heard  upon  occasion. 

Haven’t  we  yet  realized  that  wearing  a  safety  belt  is  not  an 
admission  of  poor  driving  skills?  Don’t  we  yet  understand  that 
safety  belts  are  not  only  to  be  worn  during  difficult  driving 
conditions,  but  also  on  those  quick  around-the-corner  trips  to  the 
store? 

Three  out  of  four  accidents  causing  death  happen  within  25 
miles  of  one’s  home,  according  to  statistics  from  the  Utah  State 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  At  no  speed  is  it  too  slow  to  wear  a 
seat  belt.  Four  out  of  five  accidents  occur  at  speeds  under  40 
mph.  Deaths  occur  at  speeds  as  low  as  12  mph. 

Many  people  are  already  aware  of  these  statistics.  Why  then  is 
wearing  a  seat  belt  still  considered  “uncool”  by  so  many? 

Other  statistics  tell  us  that  the  chances  of  being  killed  are  25 
times  greater  if  one  is  thrown  from  a  car.  Approximately  two  out 
of  three  motor  vehicle  occupant  deaths  in  Utah  would  not  have 


intentions.

cording  to  the  figures  I  stated  earlier,  the 
increase  in  education  was  698  percent 
more  than  what  was  spent  in  1976. 

Now  let’s  read  between  the  lines. 

First,  is  it  not  significant  that  one  must 
go  back  12  years  before  one  can  substanti¬ 
ate  even  a  part  of  the  original  claim? 

Second,  according  to  the  Statistical 
Yearbook,  inflation  between  1976  and 
1984  created  a  deterioration  of  103  points 
in  the  buying  power  of  the  rand  (South 
Africa’s  currency),  using  1980  as  the 
benchmark. 

Third,  other  budget  items,  such  as  mili¬ 
tary  expenses,  have  generally  kept  pace 
with  or  exceeded  increases  in  education 
expenditures. 

Fourth,  in  a  nation  where  whites  consti¬ 
tute  only  17  percent  of  the  population  it  is 
unpardonable  that  they  should  continue  to 
receive  the  majority  of  the  country’s  pub¬ 
lic  education  money. 

Black  education  is  geared  towards  voca¬ 
tional  training  whereas  whites  enjoy  a  tra¬ 
ditional  liberal  arts  upbringing. 

Any  change  in  South  Africa  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  cosmetic  until  the  fundamental 
problems  of  the  absence  of  civil  rights  and 
of  universal  suffrage  are  addressed.  To 
illustrate,  a  better  fed  slave  is  still  a  slave 
nonetheless. 

Facts  and  claims  are  wonderful  things 
when  analyzed  critically  and  with  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  their  nuances.

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Teacher  shares  rich  life 

Experiences  in  Poland  enhance  instruction 


Audit  manager 
to  speak  at  BYU

The  old  woman  was  a  disguised 
messenger  for  the  polish  under¬ 
ground,  but  the  apartment  building 
owner  did  not  know  it. 

Poland  was  under  control  of  the 
Nazis.  The  owner  had  to  be  careful 
because  the  Germans  were  always 
trying  to  trap  partisans.  The  woman 
was  a  stranger.  She  could  have  been  a 
Nazi,  so  he  was  suspicious. 

“May  I  have  the  key  to  the  third 
floor  apartment?”  the  old  woman 
asked.  Her  voice  was  tired  and  weak. 

“You  do  not  live  here.  Go  away  old 
woman,”  the  owner  said  gruffly. 

“It  is  my  daughter’s  apartment. 
She  told  me  to  come  here  to  get  some 
medicine.  I  am  not  well,”  the  old 
woman  coughed. 

The  owner  unconsciously  put  his 
arm  across  the  old  woman’s  back  in  an 
effort  to  help  her. 

“Fine,  here  is  the  key.” 

The  old  woman  smiled.  “Thank 
you.  You  are  so  kind.” 

The  old  woman  walked  into  the 
apartment  building.  Once  inside  and 
out  of  sight  of  the  owner,  she  climbed 
to  the  attic. 

Laundry  from  the  different  apart¬ 
ments  hung  to  dry  on  clothes  lines 
that  spanned  the  length  of  the  attic. 
She  was  not  there  for  laundry, 
though. 

From  the  large  carpetbag  she  car¬ 
ried  with  her,  the  old  woman  removed 
a  pad  and  pencil.  Quickly,  the  woman 
made  sketches  and  notes  on  the  posi¬ 
tioning  of  the  attic  doors  and  win¬ 
dows,  and  the  relationship  of  the 
building  to  other  buildings. 

Lidia  Zakrzewski,  teacher,  concert 
pianist  and  writer  faced  scenarios  like 
this  one  on  assignments  to  design  es¬ 
cape  routes  between  the  buildings  of 
Warsaw. 

The  maps  she  drew  allowed  Polish 
agents  to  escape  the  pursuing  Nazis. 


There  was  "only  one  elderly  couple  who 
taught  (the  Gospel)  in  their  home.  Now  there 
are  1 00  Poles  who  teach  each  other.  They  go  to 
Warsaw  to  be  baptized."

In  the  end,  the  maps  saved  about  160 
lives,  Zakrzewski  said. 

Forty-two  years  older  now,  Za¬ 
krzewski  teaches  religion  and  Polish 
at  BYU.  Even  though  her  days  as  a 
messenger  for  the  Polish  under¬ 
ground  and  a  concert  pianist  are  over, 
she  enjoys  her  new  career  as  a  profes¬ 
sor  and  church  writer.  Her  past  is 
now  part  of  history  that  she  shares 
with  her  students. 

Because  of  her  involvement  with 
the  underground,  Zakrzewski  was 
sent  to  a  POW  camp  after  Poland  lost 
a  64-day  insurrection. 

She  spent  the  next  seven  months  of 
her  life  in  two  POW  camps,  Sandbos- 
tel  and  Oberlaupen. 

Because  of  the  poor  diet,  Za¬ 
krzewski  began  starving  to  death. 
The  other  200  women  in  her  barracks 
helped  to  hide  her  sickness.  Each  day 
for  sick  call,  Zakrzewski  would  be  in  a 
different  bed.  If  the  Germans  realized 
you  were  too  weak  to  work,  “they 
would  take  you  and  you  would  disap¬ 
pear,”  she  said. 

Zakrzewski  said  she  kept  her 
morale  up  during  this  time  with  a 
sense  of  humor  and  one  cheap  book 
filled  with  sickening  poetry. 

From  Germany,  she  went  to  Lon¬ 
don.  Even  though  her  professional  ca¬ 
reer  had  ended,  she  won  a  full  scholar¬ 
ship  to  the  Guild  Hall  School  of  Music 
and  Drama. 


While  practicing,  for  a  concert,  Za¬ 
krzewski  overworked  her  hand. 
“Crystals  of  glucose  had  formed  on 
my  arteries,”  she  explained.  Za¬ 
krzewski  couldn’t  move  her  arm.  A 
Belgian  doctor  performed  an  opera¬ 
tion,  considered  innovative  at  the 
time,  to  scrape  away  the  crystals. 

There  is  still  a  long  scar  on  her  right 
arm  from  the  operation.  She  can  now 
use  her  hand  and  play  the  piano,  but 
not  as  a  concert  pianist. 

Zakrzewski  has  been  a  member  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  for  11  years. 

She  became  aware  of  the  church 
when  her  youngest  son,  Jack,  told  her 
that  he  was  going  to  join  the  LDS 
Church. 

At  that  point,  Zakrzewski  was 
planning  to  teach  at  Catholic  colleges, 
but  instead,  investigated  the  LDS 
Church  and  was  baptized. 

Someday,  she  hopes  to  go  on  a  mis¬ 
sion  to  Poland  to  teach  her  people. 

In  Poland,  Zakrzewski  said  there 
was  at  one  time  only  one  elderly  cou¬ 
ple  who  taught  the  Gospel  in  their 
home.  “Now  there  are  100  Poles  who 
teach  each  other.  They  go  to  Warsaw 
to  be  baptized.” 

For  now,  Zakrzewski  has  to  wait, 
but  she  is  not  idle.  She  is  fulfilling  a 
calling  as  a  church  writer  and  con¬ 
tributes  pieces  of  her  work  to  church 
filmmakers.

New  uses  found  for  aspirin 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Many 
people  take  aspirin  for  headaches,  but 
would  they  reach  for  the  time-hon¬ 
ored  remedy  to  solve  problems  of 
pregnancy,  constricted  blood  vessels 
or  to  ward  off  diseases? 

Researchers  said  Tuesday  that  the 
well-known  pain  reliever,  enjoying  a 
resurgence  of  scientific  interest,  one 
day  may  be  used  for  these  conditions 
and  more. 

Aspirin,  used  for  decades  to  relieve 
headaches  and  cold  symptoms,  is 
emerging  as  a  drug  with  many  more 
uses  than  previously  believed. 

Although  challenged  as  a  pain  killer 
in  recent  years  by  acetaminophen  and 


other  drugs  that  don’t  cause  the  stom¬ 
ach  problems  aspirin  can,  the  old 
standby  may  be  rebounding  through 
other  new  uses,  they  said. 

At  a  symposium  held  by  the  George 
Washington  University  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter,  researchers  said  aspirin  is  in¬ 
creasingly  being  used  in  new  clinical 
trials  to  see  if  it  can  help  in  treating 
diseases  such  as  AIDS  and  cancer,  as 
well  as  preventing  some  problems 
with  pregnancy. 

Dr.  Allan  L.  Goldstein,  chairman  of 
biochemistry  at  the  center  and  mod¬ 
erator  of  the  program,  said  aspirin  is 
emerging  as  a  new  “wonder  drug” 
with  many  applications.

Bach  organ  recital 

Parley  Belnap  will  complete  the 
11th  of  22  scheduled  Bach  organ 
recitals  by  BYU’s  organ  faculty  when 
he  performs  Dec.  4  at  3  p.m.  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall,  HFAC. 

When  completed,  the  concerts  will 
represent  the  entire  known  reper¬ 
toire  of  Bach’s  organ  compositions.

Safety  rule  number  2 

Always  take  advantage  of  profes¬ 
sional  avalanche  and  weather  warn¬ 
ing  services  because  the  greatest  dan¬ 
ger  of  avalanches  is  during  or  shortly 
after  a  snowstorm  and  be  aware  of 
known  avalanche  paths. 

The  avalanche  number  for  Provo  is 
374-9770.  For  Salt  Lake  it  is  364-1581. 

Hansen  and  company  went  to  some 
“safer”  slopes  but  came  to  an  area 
that  they  considered  to  have  possible 
avalanche  dangers.  Hansen  elected  to 
cross  it  first,  alone. 

He  turned  on  his  beacon  (a  beeper 
which  sends  signals  to  would-be  res¬ 
cuers),  loosened  his  equipment  and 
silently  and  carefully  skied  over  the 
danger  zone.  The  group  watched 
closely  just  in  case. 

Safety  rule  number  3 
If  you  are  going  to  cross  an 
avalanche  path  you  should  do  the  fol¬ 
lowing  things  in  order  to  minimize  the 
risks. 

— Make  sure  your  beacon  is  on. 

— loosen  all  equipment  so  that  you 
can  discard  it  quickly. 

— Remain  silent  as  members  cross. 

— Set  up  a  lookout,  to  watch  where 
the  victim  might  be  buried. 

— Cross  the  slope  one  at  a  time. 

“I  felt  the  snow  settle,”  said 
Hansen.  “Then  I  saw  the  ridge  break 
loose. 

“  I  yelled  ‘avalanche!’  so  the  others 
would  be  sure  to  watch  where  I  was 
carried.” 

Within  seconds,  Hansen  was 
caught  in  a  rapids  of  snow.  So,  what 
else  is  there  to  do  but  swim. 

By  swimming  with  the  flow, 
Hansen  managed  to  ride  the 
avalanche  until  he  stopped  and  keep 
his  head  and  one  arm  above  the  snow. 
He  escaped  with  just  a  pulled  back 
muscle. 

If  caught  in  an  avalanche 

— Ski  out  if  possible. 

— If  you  can’t  ski  out  then  try  to 
discard  your  skis  and  other  equip¬ 
ment. 

— Grab  hold  of  obstructions,  pull 
yourself  out  and  stay  on  top. 

— Start  a  swimming  motion.  The 
object  is  to  stay  on  top  or  get  out  of  it 


completely. 

— Develop  an  air  pocket  if  you  go 
under  the  snow. 

— Relax,  conserve  air  and  energy. 

Hansen’s  courses  also  cover  the  pri¬ 
orities  for  the  people  not  caught  in  the 
avalanche  and  how  to  conduct  effec¬ 
tive  searches  for  victims. 

Avalanche  fatalities  in  Utah  in  the 
1980s  have  already  surpassed  the 
number  killed  in  any  other  entire 
decade,  according  to  a  report  done  by 
the  Utah  Avalanche  Forecast  Center. 

“Avalanches  kill  more  Utahns  than 
any  other  natural  hazard,  ”  the  UF  AC 
said  in  the  report. 

Hansen  recommends  the  cross¬ 
country  skiers  avalanche  course  to 
anybody  who  “ventures  into  the  win¬ 
ter  environment.”

Dec.  11,  7-9  p.m.  and  Dec.  13,  9 
a.m.-4p.m.

“It’s  a  wild  time,”  said  Jackman.

The  students  have  been  spending 
about  two  hours  a  week  for  two 
months  making  decorations  to  go  on 
the  tree. 

“I  made  a  candle  and  bell  chains,” 
said  Vanessa  Rich,  a  5th  grader  at 
Westridge.

Concert  at  mid-day  to  feature 
noted  Chinese  pianist/composer

Yin  Cheng-Zong,  noted  Chinese  pi¬ 
anist,  will  be  featured  Thursday  at 
noon  in  a  free  Music  at  Mid-day  con¬ 
cert  in  the  Madsen  Recital  Hall. 

Yin,  a  native  of  the  Southern 
Province  in  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China,  began  studying  piano  at  the 
age  of  7  and  continued  his  later  stud¬ 
ies  at  the  Shanghai  Conservatory  of 
Music. 

In  1959  he  won  the  gold  medal  in 
the  World’s  Youth  Peace  and  Friend¬ 
ship  Festival  in  Vienna  and,  after 
studying  at  the  Leningrad  Conserva¬ 
tory  for  two  years,  he  took  second 
place  in  the  1962  Tchaikovsky  Piano 
Competition.  ' 

In  1965  he  became  the  soloist  for 
the  Central  Philharmonic  Society  of 
Peking,  and  this  led  to  performances 


with  other  major  orchestras,  such  as 
the  Philadelphia  Philharmonic,  the 
Vienna  Philharmonic,  the  Moscow 
Philharmonic  and  the  Leningrad  Phil¬ 
harmonic. 

During  this  time  he  worked  with 
many  conductors,  including  Eugene 
Ormandy,  Claudio  Abbado,  Malcolm 
Sargent  and  K.  Kondrashin. 

He  made  his  debut  in  the  United 
States  in  1983  at  Carnegie  Hall  after 
playing  numerous  concerts  in  Russia, 
Japan,  Austria,  Romania,  Finland, 
North  Korea,  Albania,  Trinidad-To- 
bago,  British  Guyana,  Venuzuela  and 
Sudan. 

As  well  as  having  made  14  record¬ 
ings,  Yin  is  also  a  composer.  He 
writes  and  arranges  music  for  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  instruments. 

He  collaborated  with  other  Chinese 
composers  on  the  “Yellow  River” 
Concerto.

The  BYU  wrestling  team  out-mus¬ 
cled  the  visiting  grapplers  from  Min¬ 
nesota  on  its  way  to  a  season-opening 
victory  Wednesday  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

The  Cougars  won  six  of  the  10 
matches  to  dump  the  Gophers,  26-11. 

The  Cougar’s  entry  in  the  118- 
pound  division,  Chris  Brown,  who  is 
ranked  No.  11  in  the  nation,  started 
the  meet  with  a  strong  performance. 
Brown  sent  his  opponent  to  the  mat 
several  times  before  the  15-point  de¬ 
fault  rule  came  into  effect. 


Cougar  freshmen  Ray  Freeman 
and  John  Kohls  improved  their  unde¬ 
feated  individual  records  to  2-0  and 
3-0,  respectively.

hope  to  end  year 
with  win  over  'Y'

COLORADO  SPRINGS,  Colo.  — 
The  cold  air  now  blowing  down  on  the 
Air  force  Academy  from  high  atop  the 
Rockies’  Rampart  Range  is  not  per¬ 
manent,  as  the  AF  A  football  team  can 
tell  you. 

Should  Air  Force  beat  rival 
Brigham  Young  on  Saturday  at  Fal¬ 
con’s  Stadium,  in  front  of  ABC  Sports 
cameras,  the  entire  18,000-acre  cam¬ 
pus  suddenly  will  feel  warm  again. 

Rest  assured,  this  has  not  been  a 
season  scripted  in  full  favor  of  the 
Falcons.  Their  backs,  uncharacteris¬ 
tically,  are  against  the  wall. 

Setbacks  to  Wyoming  (23-17), 
Notre  Dame  (31-3),  Army  (21-11)  and 
Rice  (21-17)  —  yes,  Rice  —  have 
made  the  6-4  Falcons  feel  like  1986 
just  wasn’t  meant  to  be. 

With  one  exception. 

Despite  all  their  heartache,  all  their 
trauma,  all  their  still  fresh  memories 
of  a  12-1  finish  a  year  ago,  they  can 
still  beat  BYU  while  a  whole  nation 
watches,  or  at  least  the  part  not  tuned 
into  the  Army-Navy  game  from 
Philadelphia. 

After  all,  though  Air  Force  was 
stunned  at  poor,  homely  Rice,  didn’t 
BYU  lose  to  lowly  Oregon  State  at 
Cougar  Stadium? 

Didn’t  BYU  lose  at  Cougar  Sta¬ 
dium  to  Colorado  State,  24-20,  one 
Week  after  Air  Force  handled  the 
Rams,  24-7,  with  ease? 

Air  Force  also  defeated  San  Diego 
State  at  Jack  Murphy  Stadium. 

Perhaps,  then,  this  makes  for  a  sea¬ 
son-ending  clash  of  two  knocked  from 
the  national  summit. 

But  enough  of  the  comparisions  of 
scores.  They’re  silly,  anyway. 

Air  Force  wants  to  beat  BYU  be¬ 
cause,  well,  the  Falcons  don’t  like  the 
Cougars,  Never  have,  probably 
hever  will.  And  the  Falcons  believe 
the  feeling  is  mutual. 

“They  don’t  like  us,  and  we  cer¬ 
tainly  don’t  like  them.  But  I  also  think 
both  teams  have  an  awful  lot  of  re¬ 


spect  for  each  other,”  said  Terry 
Maki,  the  Falcons’  All-American  se¬ 
nior  linebacker  from  Libby,  Mont. 

“We  have  to  take  a  long,  hard  look 
at  ourselves  now.  Each  and  everyone 
of  us,”  said  AFA  senior  Tom  Rotello, 
the  two-time  All-WAC  cornerback 
from  Denver  who  has  17  career  inter¬ 
ceptions,  close  to  the  WAC  record  of 
20. 

“We  really  don’t  have  any  other 
choice.  We  have  to  come  together,” 
Rotello  said. 

“We  like  winning  around  here  too 
much  to  start  pointing  fingers.  We 
don’t  have  another  chance  after  BYU. 
If  we  don’t  pull  together,  this  game  is 
all  she  wrote.” 

Air  Force  was  idle  last  week,  which 
should  be  good  news  to  BYU.  This 
year,  the  Falcons  are  0-3  when 
they’ve  played  after  an  open  date. 
Only  the  loss  to  Notre  Dame  is  not 
included. 

Yet  the  Falcons  insist  they  have 
erased  from  memory  their  embar¬ 
rassing  trip  to  Houston  two  weeks 
ago,  when  Rice’s  defense,  the  South¬ 
west  Conference’s  most  abused  unit, 
held  the  AFA  wishbone  to  just  10 
points,  despite  13  of  Air  Force’s  14 
offensive  possessions  ending  in  Rice’s 
territory. 

After  a  5-1  start,  the  Falcons  have 
lost  three  of  their  last  four  games, 
their  once-mighty  wishbone  has  ac¬ 
counted  for  only  46  points,  and  that  is 
after  Air  Force  exploded  for  45  and  40 
points,  respectively,  in  back-to-back 
victories  over  Utah  and  Navy  in  mid- 
October. 

“I  guarantee  you,  we  got  over  the 
Rice  loss  a  heck  of  a  lot  quicker  than 
we  did  the  Army  game,”  said  third- 
year  AFA  Head  Coach  Fisher  De¬ 
Berry,  who  is  0-2  against  the  Cougars 
and  26-9  overall.  “We’ve  had  no  trou¬ 
ble  putting  Rice  out  of  our  minds. 

“Why?  Because  we  play  BYU  next, 
that’s  why.  There  isn’t  one  guy  on  this 
team  of  ours  who  I  have  to  remind 
who  we’re  playing  next.  You’d  better 
believe  we’ll  be  ready  to  play.” 

And  so,  too,  will  BYU. 

When  the  Falcons  and  the  Cougars 
clash,  even  in  “off’  years,  you  don’t 
expect  anything  less.

PROVO  (AP)  —  Statistics  show 
that  non-residential  building  has  dip¬ 
ped  55  percent  in  Utah  County  from 
last  year’s  figures,  says  a  national  au¬ 
thority  on  the  construction  market. 

A  report  by  F.  W.  Dodge,  a  division 
of  McGraw-Hill  in  New  York  City, 
reveals  that  such  construction  in  the 
county  through  October  was  around 
$21.6  million,  down  from  $47.7  million 
during  1985. 

Richard  Bradford,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Utah  Valley  Indust¬ 
rial  Association,  said  the  data  likely 
was  accurate. 

“We’re  in  a  bit  of  a  recession  in  this 
county.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  pes¬ 
simism,  steel  operations  in  particu¬ 
lar,”  he  said.  “People  have  adopted  a 
wait-and-see  attitude  that  affects 


both  land  prices  and  building.” 

Bradford  said  the  central  Utah 
area’s  recession  will  end  when  USX 
Corp.  announces  its  Geneva  Works  is 
reopening. 

However,  Jim  Woods,  a  Salt  Lake 
City  research  analyst,  said  the  figure 
might  be  skewed  upward  by  an  un¬ 
usually  large  project  —  the  Stouffer 
Foods  plant  in  Springville,  for  exam¬ 
ple  —  the  previous  year. 

“It’s  not  necessarily  an  accurate 
measure  of  economic  conditions,”  he 
said. 

At  the  same  time,  the  firm  reported 
residential  building  is  up  20  percent, 
or  about  $65  million. 

“Now  there  are  lower  interest 
rates  on  top  of  lower  base  prices,” 
Bradford  said.
